000 this fall It the paving program 
which has been laid out 
for 
this 


year, and that which has 
already 


been asked for next year, is carried 
out,, Mayor Briere told the council- 
men, Tuesday night at the Council 
mooting. 
The money 
is 
running 


short Mayor stated, and while there 
lu still sufficient to finish the paving 
on Oak street, it will havo to stop 
there unless more funds are avail- 
able. 


TUo proposition- was brought 
uj; 


at thu mooting Tuesday evening to 
give the aldermen and the residents, 
a chance to think it over before any 
action IB taken, the1 matter of bond 
Ing to come up at the next meeting. 
The large amount of paving and the 
number of sidewalks that have been 
built this year has rapidly depleted 
the funds of tho city, 


Alderman Lynch asked how long 


tho bonds wore to run and the Mayor 
explained that they were proposed 
for ten years. 
Mr. Lynch stated that 


he bolluved that the bonds should 
ho made to run five years In order 
thai thoy wouldn't drag out too long 
but could be cleaned up. 
It was ex 


plained, however, 
that 
live

bonds were not as popular on the 
tnarksl as a ten year bond,

will face a heavier paving program 
In 1!)20 than thoy faced the present 
year.

food will be sold direct to the con- 
aumera thru the postmasters.

master Robert L. Nash is already 
laying plans to handle the govern- 
ment food stuffs In this city, aud 
while he states that ho la han.ll- 
cappod by not having room nor liolp 
to assist him, he will take care of 
tho proposition as best he can. i 
coring to the order issued by the De- 
partment the aales of tho food will 
atari Augusl 18th.

ADVENTURES AT SEA 


With his four year old sou, Falk- 


land MacKinnon Lansdowne, sitting 
on the ariii''of his easy chair, taking 
Jiis Daddy's Qigarette from'his mouth 
and rubbing the ashes into an ash 
tray 
nearby, 
Lieut. 
Commander 


Zachary Lonsdowne spent his first 
quiet evening in his home here Mon- 
day, shortly after his arrival 
frorf 


Washington. 
Commander 
Lans- 


downo recently completed the trip 
across the Atlantic 
on the R-34 


bearing the distinction of being the 
lirst American to cross the Atlantic 
in a lighter than air craft. 
Com- 


mander LariHdowne came over 
on 


the British ship as an observer for 
the United States Navy. 
While here 


the Commander is a guest of Mr. and 
Mrs. Falkland MacKinnon. 
He ex- 


pects to spend a week 
in 
Grand 


Rapids before returning to Wash- 
ington, to be assigned to duty. 


Telling of his experiences aboard 


the 11-34 Commander 
Landsdowne 


slated that some of the most exciting 
experiences they had were near tho 
Bay of Fundy, 
off 
Novla 
Scotia, 


where they exverienced heavy elec- 
trical storms. 
Their fuel 
supply 


was running a little low, the Com 
mander slated, and on several oc- 
casions they were forced to run out 
to sea many miles lo avoid 
these 


storms. 
A heavy head wind neces- 


sitated their running all the engines 
full speed and even .then they could 
only make about sixty miles an hour, 
which Is comparatively slow for this 
type of 
machine. 
The 
electrical 


storms form queer and treacherous', 
pockets In thy air, making the rid- 
ing very rough and making it very 
dangerous as well. One of the worst 
jumps the machine took on the trip 
across the Commander stated, was 
near the Bay of Fundy, when an air 
pocket let the machine jump about 
five hundred feet. 
The strain under 


these circumstances Is very severe 
on the airship but the machine stood 
up very well, according to Mr. Lans- 
downo. 


Being tossed around in the air, 


the machine entirely got out of con- 
trol at times, furnished, a variety of 
experiences and thrilling adventures 
for the crew arid commanders of the 
big ship. 
Time after time, the Com- 


mander said, the pilot would have 
everything set for a direct downward 
course when a heavy wind, air poc- 
ket or other atmosphere condition 
would to.ss the machine about like 
a feather. 


When asked whether or not the 


United States had a machine which 
could make the trip from here to 
Europe the Commander stated that 
the machines tho United States Navy 
had were not only too 
small 
but 


were of the non-rigid construction, 
not a practical type for this trans- 
ocean flying. The R-34, he seated, 
!s a rigid type of construction, some- 
•hing new in this country and form- 
erly built by the Germans and later 
by the British. 
All the airships in 


this country have been built of the 
non-rigid type of construction. 
The 


Navy is already making plans which 
will probably terminate in a flight 
across the ocean, the 
Commander 


said, however, it will take some time 
to build a ship and a hanger in which 
to house it. 


The Liberty motor, 
he 
slated 


would probably be the motor used 
in a machine constructed over here, 
and while^he was very 
enthusiastic 


over the success-, experienced with 
this motor the Com.raander 
stated 


that the United States 
had 
never 


built a motor strictly for use in air- 
ships. 
The Liberty motor has been 


used very successfully in the heavier 
than air craft, for which 
it 
was 


built, he said. 
The Success of a 


motor for airship construction, de- 
pends chiefly upon,ils being able to 
run at high speed for quite lengthy 
periods. 
The Liberty has shown its 


capability of dging this very 
well, 


the Commander stated, and probably 
would be the practical motor to use. 


Commander Lansdowne made the 


Irip over the Baltic with the R-34, 
going practically as an officer mem- 
ber of the crew on this trip taking 
his turn at the work with the rest 
of the men abroad. 
This flight over 


the Baltic took in some twenty-two 
hundred miles and was an initial 
test for the big baloon. 
She 
be- 


haved very nicely, the 
Commander 


says, and came to America practical- 
ly the same as she flew on the Baltic 
trip. 


Lieut. Commander Lansdowne, in 


addition to his honor of being the 
first American to cross the Atlantic 
in .in airship, and to have been se- 
lected from hundreds who wished 
to make the trip bears the distinction 
of be.ing- the first American Naval 
officer to be sent to a British avia- 
tidn school to study their flying me- 
thods. 
The Commander was sent to 


England in 1917, before the Ameri 
cans had established 
an 
aviation 


base on foreign soil. 
Commander 


Lansdowne was at that time an ex- 
perienced aviator, having completed 
the naval aviation training school at 
Pensacola, Fla., the previous year. 
Following a year's experience in the 
British 
flying schools Commander 


Lansdome was sent 
to 
Guipavas, 


France, where he commanded l.he air 
station at that point uulll the close 
of the war. 


Lieut. Commander Lansdowne has 


seen a rapid promotion In the navy, 
entering Annapolis as a 
cadet 
in 


1905 
he was commissioned 
an 
en- 


sign in 1909. Two years with the 
Atlantic fleet followed by two more 
years with a torpedo boat destroyer 
found him advancing in the ranks. 
Later he spent a year and a 
half 


ashore, going 
into 
the 
aviation 


branch of the Navy in 
December, 


1916. 
His experiences since 
that 


time have taken him across several 
continenls, on the water, in the aJr 
and on land, and his adventures are 
probably as varied and interesting as 
those of any man who served his 
country during the.great war.

Alderman Lynch asked how long 


the bonds were to run and the Mayoi 
explained that they were proposed 
for ten years.

be made to run five yearn in order 
that they wouldn't drag out too long 
but could be cleaned up.

plained, however, 
that 
five 
year 


bonds w.ere not as popular on the 
market as a ten year bond.

sion made it evident that the city 
will face a heavier paving program 
in 1920 than they faced the present 
year. 
The residents of Third ave- 


nue north want their street paved 
from the end of the concrete just 
completed to the Green Bay tracks. 
Mrs. L. Relabel and Mrs. E. J. Clark 
petitioned the Council to pave one 
hundred and twenty-three feet 
on 


Eighth street south from Oak street, 
which is about one-half of the block. 
The council laid their petition on the 
table, there being some opposition to

Alderman Link approved of the plan 
stating that it might encourage the 
other residents down there to pave 
from the end of that stretch to the 
Northwestern tracks next year, how- 
ever, no action was taken.

MAY GET STOCK OF 


GOV'T, FOOD HERE 


Prospects for the high cost of liv- 


ing taking a radical drop here in the 
near future are seen In a new order 
which the war department has is- 
sued thru the Postmasters of this 
country, stating.that all surplus army 
food will be sold direct to the con 
sumers thru the postmasters. Post 
master Robert L. -Nash is already 
laying plans to handle the govern- 
ment food stuffs in this city, and 
while he states that he is hand! 
capped by not having room nor help 
to assist him, he will take care ol 
the proposition as best he can. 
Ac 


coring to the order issued by the de 
partment the sales of the food will 
start August 18th. 
Prices will range from 23 cents for 


a pound can of corned beef-to $2.20 
for a. six pound can of 
roast 
beef 


in 
meat 
and 
from 
7 
cents 


for a small can of baked beans to 
i 


cents for a large can of stringless 
beans, depending on size. 


To the_ basic price will be added 


the cost of shipping the food by ex- 
press from zone storage houses to 
58,000 postofl5ees, and the regular 
postal rate for carrying the food 
from postofflces to consumer. 
The 


postage rate will be 1 cent a pound 
In most cases. 


The minimum amount o,f food that 


will be sold is one can. There Is 
no maximum. 
Prices will be far be- 


low those charged in the open mar- 
ket, the war department promised. 


Under the parcel post plan, the 


postoffice department assumes all re- 
sponsibility for shipment 
and 
de- 


livery of food. 
Postmasters will or- 


der the meat and vegetables direct 
from the war department in cases or 
cartons. Then they will receive and 
fill orders from individuals, sending 
out the packages 
by parcel 
post. 


Consumers will pay freight and pos- 
tal charges. 
There are available 
for 
parcel 


post sale, the war department esti- 
mated tonight, 101,975,570 cans of 
meat, ranging from ten ounces to slx 
poiinds, and 81,578,291 cans of ve- 
getables, covering all ordinary sizes. 


The prices which will be charged 


for the supplies, as given out by the 
government, are as follows:

•War It Again Comes to Life.

Washington.—Once more the doors 


of the White House swing outward and. 
inward. .There are lights In the win- 
dows by night, motors approach and 
depart by day, and what was lifeless 
Is life. 
. 
• 


The old days of the White House 


probably have returned to stay. Even 
while the president is on his travels 
members of the famity aud of the 
household will remain to keep open 
thB old mansion and to show that tlie 
spirit of hospitality once more has 
lodgment under the roof. 


Never before in the history of the 


country has the White House been 
removed for so long a time from the 
social activities and, latterly, from the 
business activities of the city and the 
nation. 
Washington .believes 
that 


from now on through the years the 
fine old house within the finer old 
grounds will take its place as the cen- 
ter of the capital's social life as it Is 
certain to bo the center of the nation's 
directing energies. 


During the four years of war, or, 


more properly speaking, five years, be- 
cause the armistice did not necessarily 
mean peace, the 
White House re- 


mained virtually closed 'against all 
forms of entertainment. 
For three 


years, or almost three years, the Unit- 
ed States was not involved directly in 
the war, but the horror of tfte battle- 
fields in Europe made Itself felt, not 
only in the White House but In all the 
houses of larger entertaining in the 
city of Washington. 
-The president 


and Mrs. Wilson apparently did not 
feel that it was the time for entertain- 
ing. 


Entertainments Dropped. 


Something besides sentiment is re- 


sponsible for the virtual barring of the 
doors of the White House. 
All enter- 


tainments that are given within the 
executive mansion precincts are in the 
natural order of events shared in by 
tho 
representatives 
of 
foreign 
na- 


tions. 
When France, England, Bel- 


gium and Russia, and later Italy, were 
fighting Germany, Austria.

Secretary of the Navy Daniels' order 


to split the American navy fleet Into 
two fleet?, one to do service on the 
Atlantic and the other on the Pacific, 
has caused n somewhat lively contro- 
versy in naval circles, and to some ex- 
tent in civil circles.

it is bad strategy to separate the 
ships, that either fleet could be de- 
stroyed after separation by a concen- 
tration in force of an enemy.

WILL RESUME SOCIAL LIFE 


For Five Years Executive Mansion 


Has Been Closed to All Forms of 
Entertainment, but With Ending of 
'War It Again Comes to Life. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington.—Onco more the doors 


of the White House swing outward ujid. 
Inward. .There tiro light? In the win- 
dows by night1, motors approach and 
depart by day, and what was lifeless 
Is life. 


The old days of the White House 


probably have returned to stay. Even 
while tho president Is on his travels 
members of tho family and o£ the 
household will remain to keep open 
the old mansion and to show that the 
spirit of hospitality onco more has 
lodgment under (he roof. 


Never before In the history of tbo 


country has the While' ilouse been 
removed ror so long n tlmo from tho 
social activities nnd, latterly, from the 
business! activities of tho city and the 
nation, 
Washington .believes 
that 


from now on through tho years the 
fine old house within the liner old 
grounds will take Its place as tho cen- 
ter of tha capital's social life as it Is 
certain to bo, the center of tho nation's 
directing energies. 


During tho four years of war, or, 


more properly speaking, live years, be- 
cause the armistice, did not necessarily 
moan peuco, the 
AVIilte House rn- 


inuined virtually closed 'against nil 
forms of entertainment. 
For three 


years, or almost: throe yours, the Unit- 
ed Status wus not Involved directly In 
the war, but, the horror of tfiV battle- 
Holds In Kuropn made Itself felt, not 
only In the White House but In all the 
houses of larger onl'or|alnlng In the 
city of Washington. The president 
and Mrs, Wilson apparently did not 
feol that It was tho tlmo for entertain- 
ing. 


Entertainments Dropped. 


Something besides sentiment Is re- 


sponsible for Iho virtual barring of the 
doors of tbo White Houso, All enter- 
tainments that are given within the 
executive mansion precincts are In the 
natural order of events shared In by 
the representatives 
of foreign 
na- 


tions. 
When France, England, Bel- 


gium and Itusslu, and later Italy, were 
fighting Germany, Austria, Turkey and 
Bulgaria It hucume virtually Impossi- 
ble to give an entertainment nt the 
White House without Including In tho 
list of guests representatives of the 
clashing nations, This would have 
made Cor embarrassment, and so It was 
that with very few exception all en- 
tertainments wore taboo. 


After tbo United Status entered the 


war there were no entertainments 
given nt the White House. 


During the Civil war White House 


entertainments wore not given over 
entirely. 
The circumstances of the 


case were somewhat different from 
those of the past 
five years. 
The 


country \ras in tho throes of n war 
which might bu called oat- of brother 
sgulnst brother, but there was u fool- 
ing among the high ofllcla,ls of govern- 
tnent at that time that It wns good for 
the United States to keep up a sem- 
blance of things normal. It was the 
personal viewpoint. 
Lincoln had one 


and Wilson seems tn bavo another. 


In England at tho outbreak of tho 


present war the peoplu showed a de- 
termination to keep to their ordinary 
pursuits In life as much us wus possi- 
ble. 
It was the feeling oC the men 


and women of England, no matter how 
much, their hearts might be cast down, 
that It was bettor to buoy themselves 
up and tho nutlon_up by keeping things 
as nearly normal as possible. 


Matter of Viewpoint. 


In Franco It was different. 
The 


French people looked at the knattcr 
from n different standpoint than that 
from which the English wore viewing 
It. They shut all. tholr theaters except 
those producing serious plays and 
those showing moving pictures of a. 
kind to Inspire patriotism. Tho French 
went Into mourning garb, i while tho 
JDnjgllsh did not. Again It would seem 
as 'if the entire1 question was one of n 
personal, or, If. you will, national view- 
point. 


During tho president's absence In 


Europe the White House offices wcro 
kept open, but only for t.ho transaction 
of 
necessary 
business. 
Tho 
usual 


gatherings of 'senators and represonta- 
'tlves on business bent wore no more In 
evidence. 


Now all Is changed, and changed for 


tho better, for tho atmosphere about 
the grout house on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue for the last five years bos been de- 
pressing. 
It was tho center of nil 


things and suddenly It seemed to be, 
except for the presence of one man, 
the center of nothing. The dally pil- 
grimages of Bdimtors, representatives 
and cabinet ofllccrs have starrud again. 
It Is believed that before long' the 
great East room will witness' onco 
more tho lighting of Its great chande- 
liers, nnd that the Marine band onco 
more will play In the great corridor.

Facts Without 'Prejudice. 


Other histories may be more hu- 


manly-Inrcrestlng and unquestionably 
they have Iho wldost kind of sale. 
Some of them will approach accuracy, 
but' none of them probably wilt reach 
it along every lino 
to tlio goal. 
Fa- 


voritism and prejudice frequently en- 
ter Into histories which arc written 
while the men who made tbo history 
still are living. 
Such a thing Is al- 


most Inevitable and thfc war depart- 
ment knows It. 
The history of 'the 


war which the department will com- 
pile will contain, nothing excn.pt what 
wus done and how it was done. 


A vast deal of Inaccurate history 


already has been written. 
The won- 


der Is perhaps that it contains us few 
errors as It docs. 


Splitting Fleet Arouses Debate. 
Secretary of tho Navy Daniels' order 


to split tho American navy licet Into 
two IleotS, one to do service on tho 
Atlantic and tho other on the Pacific, 
hiis caused a somewhat lively contro- 
versy hi naval circles, and to some ex- 
tent In eU'll circles. 


Some of the naval ofllccrs say that 


It Is bad strategy to separate the 
ships, that cither fleet: could be do- 
slTOjcd after separation by a concen- 
tration In force of an enemy, Some 
other officers are Inclined to believe 
that with thu Panama canal in good 
working order, and with the virtual 
certainty that un alarm of war would 
precede actual hostilities by some 
weeks, the concentration necessary 
could be accomplished before the en- 
emy could strike. 


Fo:' a great many years, there wus 


an Insistent donmml from certain quar- 
ters that: a large fleet bo stationed in 
tho Pacific ^ocean. 
80109 men said 


that the danger of war lay In tho Rust 
and nowhere else. 
Then cnmc the Eu- 


ropean war and such danger ns there 
wus for ns lay In the west of Europe. 
One naval ofllcer has said that guess- 
ing about where war Is to come from 
Is profitless business • nnd that 
tbo 


thing to do is to have ships enough 
to make certain that we can meet the 
enemy quickly, ellhov East or West. 


Favor Battle Cruteer. 


Soern(ngly, however, there Is no 


chance that the Unltx'd States mate- 
rially will Increnbo Its naval forces In 
tho Immediate future, although there 
arc six battle cruisers now building 
which it is Intended to complete. They 
will bo among tho most formidable 
'fightIng ships afloat because they will 
combine terrible 
offensive 
qualities 


with high speed. Nnvul experts tho 
world over seem to believe that tho 
battle cruiser Is tho ship upon which 
reliance must bo placed. 


When tho Gorman sailors sunk their 


ships In Seupu Flow Iho word went out 
that some of the ships destroyed were 
the greatest fighting machines that 
ever sailed tho seas, In one sense 
they were, but In another sense they 
were not. The Germans constructed 
some of their great dreadnoughts for 
usu only In seas close to home. Sev- 
eral of these great ships were sunk 
by the Germans In Scupn Flow. 


Willie these vessels of tho Germans 


wore terrible 
fighting 
agents they 


could not have -been used far from tho 
home 
base. They 
were 
built 
for 


North-sea purposes, and as most of 
them were built prior to 191-1, proof Is 
thus adduced that, they expected to 
fight cither the English navy, or the 
ships of tho French, expecting tho 
main Oght to take place in the North 
sen close to their home base. 


These big drehdnaughts of. the Ger- 


mans were built for heavy fighting 
purposes and not for cruising pur- 
pones. It Is doubtful If their crews 
could have lived on them for any great 
length of. time, Everything wns sacri- 
ficed for fighting quarters aud for 
armament. The members of t.he crew 
slept In places that looked like metal 
cofflns. 
A week or two, It Js said, was 


the longest tlmo that n man could 
'stnnd this sort of thing. 


Not Comfortably Housed. 


The men on modern battleships of

think of going on that man's farm 
and helping themselves to the hay.

They would either pay cash 


for the hay or cut it on shares and 
it should be the same way with any 
other product of tho farm, 
No one 


has any right to go on another man's 
promises and take 
anything 
there 


without the consent of the 
owner, 


And any one ought to be willing—or 
If not willing be forced to pay for 
whatever they take from tho farm— 
but Instead of that there are people 
who go onto the farms 
and 
help 


themselves to quarts and oven bus- 
hels of berries without even asking 
permission, and if the owner

them to leave they refuse to do so,

boon able to got enough berries for 
their own use just

were so many pickers In their fields.

since that date been honorably discharged or released, pro- 
vided he is physically fit for military service. 


This privilege of short term enlistment is being obtain- 


ed a& due to men recently returned from hard and danger- 
ous service in cantonment and battle 
campaigns. 
The 


Governor appreciates the relaxation 
which follows upon 


release from the strict requirements of military discipline 
and service in war time. He also appreciates the 
very 


natural reluctance of many soldiers who have just been dis- 
charged, to take on at once an obligation that may possibly 
involve similar service. 
But it was1 through the concerted and continued effort of 


all its members that Wisconsin National Guard has 
been 


proven no mean factor in national defense. 


The men who made its war record have 
done great 


things, but, their spirit being that which overcame every 
obstacle in battle, which won for them the name of terrible 
fighters enduring to the end, there remains one thing to 
be done by them, and by those other Wisconsin men who 
served in the United States Army in the war against Ger- 
many.

casualties failed to stop them from winning every objec- 
tive the Allied Commanders had set for them. 
Never be- 


fore the World War would a Regular Army officer admit 
that he considered the National Guard a fighting organiza- 
tion. 


Now that the war is over, now that peace has been signed 


and the boys ar<s getting together telling of the heavy bar- 
rage at St. Mihiel, the "Dud" that would have gotten them 
at Soissons or the number of kilometers that their out- 
fit went at the Argonne, every service man has heard the 
praise the regular army units are giving the 
National 


Guard. Praise from some of the best fighting men the 
world has every produced. Praise from the 
men who 


went thru with divisions which were nearly replaced with 
casualties. Nowhere can an organization get a stronger 
recommendation than from their strongest rival from fight- 
ing men in a fighting outfit. 


The Adjutant General has outlined the new National 


Guard briefly as follows: 


1. 
Adequate provision for maintenance having been 


made by the Legislature of 
Wisconsin, 
the 
following 


initial steps are announced toward the reorganization of 
the Wisconsin National Guard in compliance with'the Act 
of Congress, June 3, 1916. 
(National Defense Act.) 


2. By direction of the Governor commission in the Wis- 


consin National Guard Reserve is tendered to each per- 
son of Wisconsin residence who served as an officer in the 
United States Army between April 6, 1917 and November 
11, 1918, and who has since been or who may hereafter be 
discharged from Federal service, such commission to be of 
equal grade of that held or for which definitely 
recom- 


mended in the United States Army. This offer is extend- 
ed both to persons whose commissions as officers originated 
in the National Guard and to those1 whose entry into the 
military service of the United States was made through 
other channels, and also to those meritorious non-com- 
missioned officers and privates who have been 
definitely 


recommended for promotion to officer grade in the United 
States Army previous to termination of hostilities with 
Germany. 


Application for commission should be made to the Ad- 


jutant General, Madison, Wisconsin, and should be accom- 
panied by evidence of the grade, or recommendation of 
grade, held in Federal service and of discharge or release 
therefrom. 


3. Every officer of Wisconsin National Guard (Organized 


Militia) who passes the examination required by National 
Defense Act and will take the oath of service prescribed by 
that act, will, on approval by the War Department, be also 
commissioned in the Wisconsin National Guard Reserve 
as of the grade held by him in state service. 


4. 
Officers of the National Guard Reserve, while 
as 


such subject to call and draft into Federal service in emer- 
gencies, are not required to attend drills for armory 
in- 


struction, but may, on their own application, be permitted 
to do so. 


Authorization will be sought from the Secretary of War 


in behalf of all resterve officers who apply, for their attend- 
ance at officers field schools and field camp of instruction. 
It is proposed to hold each year an officers field school of 
seven days duration, and a field camp of instruction with 
troops of opproximately fifteen days duration. 


Reserve officers who plan to attend camps of instruction, 


will be expected to have participated in the annual corres>- 
pondence course, Wisconsin National Guard. 


For the period of attendance at field schools and camps 


oi instruction, Reserve officerswill 'receive from Federal 
appropriations the same transportations, pay and allow- 
ances as officers of equal grade on the active Guard list. 


5. The initial officer contingent of the active grade on 


the active guard list. 


5. The initial officer contingent of the active Guard will 


as a rule be provided by the transfer and assignment to 
"active duty, with their consent, of Reserve officers. 


In the initial officering of Wisconsin National Guard, 


which will be forth with reconstituted and reorganized on 
the basis existing August 5, 1917, preference will be given, 
wherever practicable, to those former National Guard of- 
ficers, to whose diligent teaching, wis-e control, and good 
leadership, Wisconsin military organizations owe much of 
their justly earned reputation for efficiency. 


By direction of the Governor, there is tendered to every 


Wisconsin town and locality which furnished an organized 
military unit of Wisconsin National Guard for the war with 
Germany, the opportunity to reorganize that unit-. 


legislation is pending before Congress, believed cer- 


tain of early enactment, which provides' for enlistment in 
the National Guard for the term of one year by any person 
who has served in the United States Army or the Organiz- 
ed Militia of the States since April 6, 1917, and who has 
since that date been honorably discharged or released pro- 
vided he is physically fit for military service. 
' 


This privilege of short term enlistment is being obtain- 


ed a& due to men recently returned from hard and danger- 
ous service in cantonment and battle 
campaigns. 
The 


Governor appreciates the relaxation which follows upon 
release from the strict requirements of military discipline 
and service in war time. He also appreciates 
the 
very 


natural reluctance of many soldiers who have just been dis- 
charged, to take on at once an obligation that may possibly 
involve similar service. 


But it was' through the concerted and continued effort of 


all its members that Wisconsin National Guard has been 
proven no mean factor in national defense. 


The men who made its war record have 
done great 


things, but, their spirit being that which overcame every 
obstacle in battle, which won for them the name of terrible 
fighters enduring to the end, there remains one thing to 
be done by them, and by thoste other Wisconsin men who 
served in the United States Army in the war against Ger- 
many. They, and they only, can and must form the strong 
nucleous of every unit of the reorganized and amplified Na- 
tional Guard now in process of formation, if the campaign 
and battle knowledge which they have gained is to be pre- 
served and imparted to the recruits who will later take their 
place; if military companies, valuable training and fighting 
units of long and honorable history are to keep their 
identity and continue Weir existence,—an dif Wisconsin 
National Guard retaining"what it has gained at great cost, 
is to take a further long step towards that military effi- 
cency which has always'been the goal of its members. 


In a letter to Wis Citizens the Adjutant General says: 


The zealous purpose of every Guard unit and all its 


members has been, and is, to acquire in peace Umo auch 


of training in arms and military discipline as shall 


fit them to meet the nation's war emergencies.

ug linst intrenched and veteran enemies, who used Hkill- 
i'uily and mercilessly every murderous weapon and device 
of modern warefare.

Their division is rated both by friend and enemy as a 


pr mier division of the United States Army, the equal of 
any Division in any army of the world.

constant good discipline and selC-restraint,

governed the conduct of Wisconsin Guurcl troops when at 
liberty and on leave. The citizens of Charleston, South 
Carolina, of San Antonio, Austin and Waco, Texas unite 
in such testimony and the like reports are now filtering 
through from the Tenth French Training 'Area and even 
from the women and children of the occupied districts of 
Germany.

The cathedral of Amiens Is one of 


the largest churches in the world, be- 
ing surpassed in the magnitude of its 
construction only by St. Peter's at 
Koine, St. Sophia's ut Constantinople 
and the cathedral of Cologne. Into its 
sculptured stones and statues have 
been wrought by Its builders almost n 
complete biblical history, both of the 
Old nnd Now Testaments. Buskin calls 
tho cathedral "the Bible of Amiens," 
and In his lecture under that title he 
has Riven nn Interpretation o£ its thou- 
sands of sculptured figures and of its 
"sermons In stones." 
~TtifT~cat!iedral was built chiefly be- 
twoen 1220 and 1238. 
Its architect 


was Robert de Lu/archcs. It consists 
of a nave nearly 1-10 feet high, with 
aisles and lateral chapels, a transept 
with aisles, and n choir ending in an 
apse sutTOimi_i:d by chapels.

HAVE TRADITIONS OF GLORY 


Heroic Memories of the Past Inaplr* 


Many Regiments of the Army of- 


the United States. 


We hare heard-of those British regi- 


ments the "Black Watch," "Senforth 
Highlanders," "Innlsklllen Fusileers," 
"Sherwood Foresters,". and some oth- 
ers, famous for the long years they 
have been in existence, for their heroic 
deeds In past wars, for the traditions 
that have come down through genera- 
tions of soldiers, of wlmt they did at 
Waterloo, or Inkermann, or at the 
siege of Lucknow. 
t 


. Who, outside the army Itself, knows • 
that we In America have regiments 
more than a century old, with heroic 
traditions, too? That fact was brought 
to mind the other day by a little news 
Item recording the annual dinner In 
Camp Eagie Pass, Texas, of the offi- 
cers' mess of the Third United States 
Infantry regiment, and said the Item: 


"Ever since the' battle of Monterey, 


In the Mexican war, when for three 
days the Third bore the brunt of a 
great battle, it has been the custom for 
the officers to assemble annually for 
a regimental dinner." 


But the history of that regiment 


goes away back of thnt battle In Mex- 
ico lr.i September, 1847. 
It goes back 


over 125 years of active service, since 
its organization in 1792 as the "Infan- 
try of the Third Sublegion." 
Four 


years later it became the Third in-. 
fantry, and so it has remained ever 
since. 


This famous regiment was not in the 


Revolutionary war, but many veterans 
of that war were in its first organiza- 
tion. 
It was part of the first regular 


army of the United States, and fought 
In the War of 1S12 and in the cam- 
paigns against warring Creek. Chip- 
pewa, Sioux and Blackfeet Indians. In 
the days before there was n house or 
a road In Kansns territory it did duty 
there. 
It went through the Mexican 


war, the Civil war and the Spanish- 
American war. 


But there Is an older regiment than 


the Third. 
The First regiment of in- 


fantry was organized in 1789. from a 
regiment of state troops which fought 
under Washington in the Revolution- 
ary war, nnd it Is yet in existence, Its 
colonel being Daniel L. Howell of Iowa. 
This regiment has n history of glori- 
ous deeds, too; and both these old 


i regiments will have those traditions of 


I the past to spur them on to greater 


i deeds in this war.

Shortening Crackers With Corn Oil. 


For 
years 
cracker 
bakers 
have 


thought "that only animal fat could be 
successfully used as shortening in their 
products, it being believed that vege- 
table fats, such as lard compound, 
corn oil and peanut oil would not 
make crnckers which would keep in 
hot weather. 
For ten months, how- 


ever, a micker baking concern In 
Torre Haute, Ind.. has been making 
commercial goods with 13 pounds of 
corn oil to the barrel of. flour instead : 
of nn equal weight of inrtl, nnd also : 
using 25 per cent rye Hour to 75 per j 
cent wheat. 


These goods went through the hot 


season last summer without trouble, 
thus destroying what was practically 
a myth of the cracker-baking trade. 
The rye 
mixture 
produces a soda 


cracker 
and 
saltine In no respect 


darker than a straight wheat article, 
according to a bulletin of the United 
States food administration. 
Barley 


flour is also suitable for cracker bak- 


ing.

An ingenious improvement has re- 


i cently been made to the already famil- 
! lar steel shrapnel helmet in use "over 


there," 
says 
the 
Popular 
Science 


Monthly. It is designed to protect the 
eyes and the upper part of the face 
from splinters of wood, stone, sand nnd 
metal thrown up by exploding shells. 
The new device is'merely an adapta- 
tion of the chain doors which have 
been Introduced into metal, chemical 
nnd glass works in recent years to pro- 
tect the workers, from the bent of the 
furnaces and the splashes of molten 
material. ' It consists of a fringe of 
separate short lengths of fairly heavy 
chain, which effectively arrests the &s- 
ing particles. On account of Its loose- 
ness, it does not seriously interfere 
with the vision.

some recipes, worked out by the cook-

every meal for two days.

recipes, both economical and palatable, 
have been worked out covering every 
meal' for a week. 


For breakfast: 


Potato Omelet. 


1 cupful tnashed po- 1 teaspoonful salt. 
%tlVeaspoonfuL pep- 3 tnblespoonfula

AVash eggs and separate the white 


nnd yolks. Add the yolks to the potato 
nnd beat until there are no lumps. 
Season with onion juice, if desired, 
and chopped parsley.

mixture. Put luto a well-oiled frying 
pan nnd bake in oven until brown. 
Then turn and fold on hot platter. 
Serve at once. 


For lunch or supper: 


Potato and Corn Chowder. 


1 pint canned corn. 1 small onion chop- 
8 cupfuls pot.ito cut 
peJ. 
in small pieces. 
% teaspoonful pep- 


2 ounces' sal't'pork. ' VA tablespoonfuls of 
cornstarch. 


The salt pork should be cut into 


small pieces and 
cooked with 
the 


chopped onion until the onion is a 
golden brown. 
Add the potato and 


cook for ten minutes. Add the milk 
and corn and cook slowly in a double 
boiler. 
Add the flour mixed 
to a 


smooth paste with an equal amount of 
cold water. Add the pepper aud addi- 
tional salt if necessary. 
Cook until 


die mixture is creamy. 


For dinner: 
Browned Potatoes With Roast Beef. 
Parboil potatoes 'for ten minutes. 


Remove the skins and place the pota- 
toes on a roasting rack with meat. 
Bake them for about 40 minutes, or 
until the potatoes are tender, basting 
them occasionally with the juice in 
tlie pau. 
Use the left-over potatoes to make 


potato cakes. 
They are very good 


served for breakfast with crisp slices 
of bacon. Brown them in Ihe bacon 
fat. 
Potato Cakes. 


Season cold mashed or riced pota- 


toes to taste with salt and pepper, and 
mix with a little milk. Add egg, U 
desired. 
Mold with the hands into 


small round cakes. Fry on both sides 
in well-greased skillet, frying pan, or 
griddle, and serve hot. 
For supper or lunch: Potato soup 


can make the largest part of the meal. 


Potato Soup. 


Boil three medium-sized potatoes 


and when soft rub them through a 
sieve. Slice a small onion and scald 
this and a little chopped celery or one- 


quarter teaspoonful celery salt In five 
cupfuls of skim milk. 
Remove the 


onion and add the milk slowly to the 
potatoes. Mix one and one-half table- 
spoonfuls corn starch, one and one-half 
teaspoonfuls salt, and a little cayenne 
pepper to a thin paste with two table- 
spoonfuls cold milk. Stir this mixture 
into the boiling soup. Continue to boll 
for one minute; strain and serve. 


For dinner: 


Stuffed Potatoes. 


Bake potatoes in a hot oven for 


about 45 minutes, or until soft. Cut a 
slice from the side of each and scrape 
out the inside. Slash this and season 
with salt nnd pepper. 
Add enough 


heated milk to bring to the consist- 
ency of ordinary mashed potatoes. 
When partly cooled add egg. This 
may be left-over whites or yolks or 
whole eggs, well beaten. 
Add not 


more than one egg to six medium-sized 
potatoes. Refill the skins, brush with 
melted fat, and put back in the oven 
ior 5 or 10 minutes. Serve hot.

Baking With Wheat Savers. 


Wheat saving need not involve hard- 


ship. Nor is there danger of hunger 
for lack of bread. Abundant crops of 
other cereals are available to mix with 
wheat flour in making palatable and 
nutritious breads. If every housewife 
would use some substitute for wheat 
flour Jn whatever bread, biscuits, pas- 
try, and so on she prepares, the neces- 
saVy saving- in wheat would be accom- 
plished. 
In Farmers' Bulletin 955 of 


the department of 
agriculture com- 


plete directions are given for ranking 
bread, biscuits, mufiins, cookies and 
various kinds of pastry in which wheat 
flour substitutes :ire used. 


In yeast bread ns much ns 25 per 


cent ilour or meal from other grains 
or from dried peas, beans, potatoes, 
nuts, and so on may well be used, the 
publication says, nnd as much as 50 
per cent in "quick" or hot breads pro- 
duces articles excellent in flavor and 
attractive in appearance. 
It Is not 


necessary to use these substitutes 
always in the form of ilour or meal. 
The use of boiled or baked potatoes, 
cornme.il mush, cooked rice, and so 
on, all produce breads which compare 
well with those made from the corre- 
sponding flours or meals. 
This en- 


ables the housewife to make good use 
of left-over food and to prevent waste. 


Substitutes for Sugar. 


•Satisfactory substitutes for sugar 


may be used to a much larger extent. 
These include sorghum, corn and cane 
sirup, maple sugar and sirup, 
and 


honey. 
Tlie maple sirup and sugar 


production can and 
should 
be in- 


creased in those areas in which maple 
trees are growing in sufficient numbers 
to warrant the expenditure of the nec- 
essary time and labor. 
Maple sirup 


and sugar are produced in 30 states, 
the annual output exceeding 14,000,000 
pounds of sugar and 4,000,000 gallons 
of sirup. 
These figures can be in- 


creased. 
The production of sorghum 


simp in 1917 exceeded that' in 1916 by 
nearly 
4,000,000 
gallons. 
Sorghum 


sirup may be produced in nearly every 
state In tlie Union. Au increased pro- 
duction of sorghum sirup will enable 
the public still further to conserve the 
sugar supply in the most available 
form for transportation to our soldiers.
